Wes Margaret Mitchell. the famous 


author of Gone With the Wind, was killed 
in a traffic accident last year, newspapers 
all over the country erupted in vehement 
editorials about it. Such a senseless, need- 
less killing!

Patience and care count for more than 
skill when you use enamel. Follow steps 


pictured to a durable, washable finish 


Work in a dust-free, well-ventilated room if you 
want results like this when you enamel furniture 


Fill imperfections. Before you apply any finish, look for splits, 
nail holes, or open joints. Use nonshrinking wood putty to butter 
slightly more than full. Let filler dry, then sand smooth. Finish 
won't conceal such imperfections; instead, it will emphasize them 


Sand all surfaces. Go over piece with No. 1/0 sandpaper. Round 
sharp corners slightly so finish won't chip. Use sandpaper holder or 
block for even contact on large areas. Sand with the wood’s grain; 
cross-grain sanding scratches. Dust with turpentine-soaked rag 
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inished furniture

Seal wood. Apply wash coat of shellac, diluted half-and-half with 
denatured alcohol. This will hide grain. Brush shellac on rapidly 
When dry, smooth lightly with No. 3 0 steel wool; shellac will clog 
sandpaper.

Tint undercoat. If you plan a single finishing coat of derk enamel, 
tint undercoat. Use oil color, or mix 3/4 undercoat with '/5 enamel 
Undercoat needs thorough stirring.

made. Rounded gutters and lead- 
ers are slightly cheaper, but they 
aren't as effective in increasing the 
beauty of a contemporary home 
To do the job right, you need a 
gutter at the eave of every roof 
that will shed water, and at least 
one downspout for every run of 
gutter. There is no set rule on the 
number and exact location of 
downspouts. Generally speaking, 
though, you should have a down- 
spout at each outside corner of the 
house, and each spout should drain 
not more than 20 feet of gutter on 


each side of the spout. 


How to keep gutters working 


To keep melting snow from freez- 
ing as it hits cold gutters, causing 
them to overflow or forcing water 
up under your roof, buy an elec- 
tric de-icing coil. Lay the coil the 
length of your gutter, and when 
ice forms, plug the coil into an 


electric outlet. Ice is soon gone. 


Leaves that fall into gutters and 
become matted by rain can effec- 
tively stop them up. To keep out 
leaves, buy some chicken wire at 
your hardware store, tuck and fas- 
ten it to the roof under the first 
row of shingles, and hook it over 
the gutter’s edge. 
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Why not let water drip off eaves? 


You can, if you don’t mind the 
holes it will dig in lawn or garde: 
and the mud that will splash up 
on your house. But if you don’t 
want gutters, and take pride in the 
looks of your house, first gra 
away from foundation walls. Then 
cover the areas to be soaked with 
something that will let water seep 


in slowly, such as gravel 


Lay coarse gravel around entire 
house for a distance of at least six 
inches farther from the house than 
the eave overhang. Ground should 
continue to slope down for at least 
five feet from the house, dropping a 
minimum of four inches in that dis- 
tance below grade level at the 
foundation line.

Coal ashes loosen heavy soil 


It has been long known that coal ashes will loosen a 
heavy soil, but unfortunately, ashes sometimes con- 
tain chemicals harmful to plants. At last some re- 
search has been done on the subject—the value of 
coal ashes for improving the soil has been checked by 
the Mellon Institute of Industrial Research. 

Ashes from anthracite (hard coal) were found to 
contain no harmful chemicals. You can mix in such 
ashes up to 25 percent of the total volume of the soil. 
The ashes prevent clay soil cracking in dry weather, 
permit rains to penetrate easily, reduce erosion, and 
make cultivation easier 

Bituminous (soft coal) ashes, though, may contain 
substances harmful to plants. But if you leave the 
ashes out in the weather until 15 to 20 inches of rain 
have fallen on them, the harmful chemicals are dis- 
solved and washed away. After that, the ashes can 
safely be dug into the soil to loosen it. 


Friendly soil bacteria may help you 


Germ warfare within the soil promises to bring peace 
of mind to home gardeners troubled by plant diseases 
caused by bacteria and fungi. Reports from England 
tell of studies which reveal that the soil is full of bac- 
teria and fungi, all busy killing each other. 

Some of these microscopic soil organisms directly 
attack other organisms that compete with them for 
food; others secrete substances similar to penicillin 
and streptomycin that kill the competing bacteria or 
fungi. Scientists are now trying to select organisms 
that will attack the types which cause plant diseases, 
yet are not themselves harmful. 


Science produces bigger, better tomato 


Plant scientists have at last produced a tetraploid to- 
mato, the ambition of vegetable growers for years. A 
tetraploid plant is one in which the usual number of 
cells has been doubled, usually by chemical means. In 
this way, amazingly larger and better flowers and other 
plants have been produced, but never before a tetra- 
ploid tomato. 

The new tetraploid tomato produces half again as 
much fruit as ordinary varieties, including the heavy- 
bearing hybrids. There are about the same number of 
fruits, but they are much larger. Even more important 
is the new tomato’s resistance to blight. In fields where 
even such relatively immune varieties as Marglobe 
and Rutgers were badly damaged, the new tetra had 
less than 1 percent infection. The originator plans to 
grow a crop in South America this winter to build up 


a stock of seed. More on page 253

With colored fixtures and colored linoleum, choose curtains 
or wallpaper with a white background, and paint the ceiling 
white. The rule of thumb is about one-third of white to two-thirds 
of other colors.

QO, course we'd love to own a television 


set,’ Ellen said seriously, “but we're a little 
afraid because of the children. It’s hard to 
know just what to do—you hear so many 
stories.” 

Stories like the one about the 5-year-old 
who, instead of dressing for his grand- 
father’s birthday party, carefully brewed 
an evil potion of mud and ink. “Aw, ['m 
not going,” he explained. “I’m gonna kill 
Grandpa with this drink, like I saw on tele- 
vision. Then I can watchthe show tonight.” 

There is no doubt that wherever televi- 
sion is broadcast, its effect on children is 
the number-one topic at parent-teacher 
meetings and informal neighborhood con- 
claves. Surveys “proving” that television 
has hurt children’s grades and made them 
aggressive and destructive have filled the 
press. Yet much of what has been said and 
written is tinged with hysteria. Just how 
valid are the charges? 

You all know of parents whose answer to 
television is to refuse to allow a set in the 
house. Usually their children throw tan- 
trums, then duck out to a neighbor's. 

You know, too, of parents who watch 
television themselves, but forbid it to their 
youngsters. For them, one manufacturer 
has announced a new model with a lock. 

And, of course, you know parents who 
have totally surrendered to TV. Like the 
parents of Hamlin, they stand by helplessly 
while this modern Pied Piper makes off 
with their children. 


ad 
(certainly you will solve nothing by ban- 
ning a set. Television is part of juvenile life 
today. Just as adults discuss politics or the 
latest books, children chatter about comic- 
book characters and TV. Nor does the 
spectacle of a group of children gathered 
around a television receiver have to be as 
gruesome as it is in one home we visited in 
preparing this article. There, a gang of 12- 
year-old cowboys and cowgirls whoop into 
the living room every evening, shooting off 
cap pistols in salute to their favorite hero. 
The room reeks of gunpowder, and the din 
is terrific. 

But, in another home we visited, we saw 
a group of kindergartners and preschoolers 
sitting quietly, their eyes round with excite- 
ment, watching “‘Howdy Doody.’’ When 
the telecast ended, the mother turned off 
the set and served cookies and milk. As an 
example of how television can help in early 
social training, this seemed ideal. 

Like the automobile and the airplane, 
television is here to stay. The challengé is 
how to live with it happily. As a psycholo- 
gist for a leading school observed, “If you 
can’t manage television for a 10-year-old, 
what will you do in a few years when he’s 
15 and wants the family car?” 

Unfortunately, some mothers and fath- 
ers display a paradoxical attitude. Finding 
TV an excellent pacifier, they allow the 
children to sit in front of it for hours, then 
issue a peremptory summons to dinner or 
bed. When the children balk, the parents 
blame the broadcasters. Irritated by such 


inconsistency, radio critic Jack Gould 
quipped, **Video, after all, is only some- 
thing to see; it’s not a way of bringing up 
children 

When School Principal Charles M. 
Sheehan, of New Jersey, remarking on the 
television ‘‘profile’’—circles under the 
eyes, nodding heads, and lowered marks 
asked parents to cut an hour from their 
children’s viewing, he wasn’t condemning 
television, just the unrestricted use of it. 
Iwo months later, he was able to report a 
marked decrease in failures among those 
youngsters whose folks had cooperated. 

Because he had seen the results of excess 
viewing —facial tics, overstimulation, ne- 
glect of practicing, outdoor play, and 
homework—VWVan R. Brokhahne, who pro- 
duces educational FM programs for New 
York City schools, decided to establish a 


system of control before his set arrived. 


ry 

The Brokhahnes put their receiver in the 
downstairs playroom where it could not 
entice their teen-age daughter away from 
her homework, and where an expedition 
to the set would be a privilege. Then they 
outlined a schedule—their daughter can 
watch TV before dinner, but not after- 
ward, on school nights. Her weekend fare 
is limited to what the rest of the family 
want to see. If she doesn’t like it, she 
doesn’t need to watch. 

Other families have established less 
stringent schedules. One, for instance, al- 
lows viewing on Monday, Wednesday, and 
Friday evenings. The children spend Tues- 
day and Thursday nights in creative play. 

If you decide to set up limits, try to en- 
list the cooperation of your neighbors, per- 
haps through your P.T.A. It’s tough to 
enforce rules if your youngster can whine 
that Freddie down the block can watch as 
long as he likes. 

One mother we talked to was Mrs. 
Helen Steers Burgess, who happens also to 
be vice-president of the Child Study Asso- 
ciation of America. Mrs. Burgess said: 

“You'll have better success in calling a 
child away from television if you suggest 
something else that’s fun to do. But don’t 
leave him in front of the set for a long time 
and then tell him to shine his shoes or take 
a bath.” 

‘“*How do you deal with a popular eve- 
ning show such as the Milton Berle pro- 
gram?” we asked her. 


Mss. Burgess replied that bedtime should 
never become a matter of dispute. “‘If a 
child can stay up late and not be sleepy the 
next day, that’s all right. Otherwise, tell 
him he'll have to wait until next year.” 

If you look at television all the time your- 
self, naturally your children will ape your 
indiscriminate listening pattern. “‘But in a 
home where a child hears interesting dis- 
cussions, where books are read, where the 
child is well adjusted and enjoys going out 
to play baseball or football, television 
won't make much difference,’ Mrs. Burgess 
said. | Turn to page 239

SA Re Oe ERNE ON, 








You can make 
bamboo draperies

we hit upon the idea of hanging bamboo porch screens like 
regular draperies. As bonus we find our bamboo draperies 
give us lots of light and air—plus easy privacy control. 
Making draperies out of roll-type screens is easier than 
it sounds.

i Remove pulley and bamboo poles. First take off pulleys 
and pulley cords. Then carefully untie (don’t cut) the strings 
which weave through the splinters and anchor them to the 
bamboo poles at the top and bottom of the roll screen.

You 
won’t need poles for draperies. Then retie the strings tightly 
against the end splinters. This is slow work, but it isn’t difficult.

he tiniest outdoor space will expand in usefulness if 


you adopt this idea and make seats out of edgings to 
flower beds. And by using wood, as here, the idea is one 
any weekend carpenter can make his own. 

But whether you use new planks or some you've sal- 
vaged, go in heavily for a good wood preservative. Once 
really rotproofed, your seat-wall can be expected to last 
as long as you like the idea. 

Seal down all possible splinters with paint or spar 
varnish because, from toddlers up, all members of the 
family will find it convenient as seat or table. Two 8-inch 
planks with a capping made of two 2x6s (built up) give 
you a seat-wall of the proportions pictured.

fo the teacher

Bens mother had to see the teacher!” 


Poor Betty. She wonders what she’s done wrong. 
Her mother’s visit must mean that she’s in 
trouble. Why else would her mother come to see 
the teacher? 

Betty knows parents seldom come to see a 
teacher voluntarily. Usually they are sent for be- 
cause their boy or girl is having trouble at 
school. And Betty is right. Parents may make a 
point of talking to the kindergarten or first- 
grade teacher, but after that, they seem to be 
afraid of interfering. Maybe you're one who 
comes to specia] programs and P.T.A. meetings 
but still shies away from a visit which might con- 
cern your child more directly 

Yet chances are, outside your own family, no 
one else is quite so interested in him as is his 
teacher. Probably no one else takes as much 
pride in his progress or feels more responsible for 
his mistakes. Certainly few people spend more 
time or have more influence with him. She be- 
comes an automatic partner, for a year at least, 
in his training. For better or worse, vou and she 
are working together. You probably have the 
same basic goal in mind, too. A good teacher 
doesn’t want a child to just make high grades: 
She wants him to be a well-adjusted person and 
later, a good citizen. That’s what you want, too.

Yet, if 


you doubt if some of the things which go on at 


you're like most parents I’ve known, 


school are really for Betty’s or Johnny’s best in- 
terests. You're concerned and probably talk 
about it with several people, but not the teacher. 
You're afraid of appearing overanxious or of 
being classified as a doting mother or of embar- 
rassing your youngster. And you know the 
teacher is overworked already. 

Actually, there are times when a visit from 
you may save her time and pay big dividends for 
Johnny or Betty. It may insure you against ever 
being called to school because they’re in trouble. 
If you work with the teacher, you may be able to 
anticipate the trouble. 


Especially should you talk over the following: 


Any physical defect or weakness your child may have 
which might require consideration and understanding. 
Some children will continue to sit in a back seat, 
unable to see the blackboard, rather than ask to 
be moved. Others will play ball against the ad- 
vice of a doctor, rather than be called a sissy. 
Even such a seemingly unimportant thing as an 
earlier change from left- to right-handedness 
may be important, since it is quite common for 
children who are neither decidedly right- nor

One material, inside and out 


Open plan gives a feeling of space 


A Francis used a number of devices in dividing 
his home according to the uses to which sections of it would 
be put, without making it seem small or chopped up. 

The most important was broad areas of plywood, which, 
as wall surfaces, are broken only enough to avoid monotony, 
giving a feeling of space 

Another device is the use of built-ins. From the outside 
den wall to the far kitchen wall, the house really is one big 
room, broken only by built-ins and a low brick wall which is 
a continuation of the fireplace. The built-ins—planned to 
meet a minimum budget that included furnishings—are con- 
structed of the same plywood that forms the walls.

Thin sheet metal can be cut on 
a band saw. Avoid ragged 
edges on underside by using a 
piece of waste wood as back- 
ing board.

To fold blades for storage, use 
this technique.

Bean Jones had two sons, 7 and 
10, and every time he looked at 
them, he was torn with guilt. Even 
after 7 years, he couldn't shake 
off the memory of that terrible 
morning his wife Betty had tripped 
on the cellar step he had forgotten 
to fix. The doctor had kept telling 
them not to worry, that the baby 
would be all right. But Henry 
hadn't believed him, and after 
Johnny was born, he was sure the 
doctor had been wrong From the 
beginning Henry could see that 
Johnny would never turn out to be 
as strong and healthy as his older 
brother. Now, at 7, he was smaller 
and more frail than Donald had 
been at 5. He ate poorly, got sick 
frequently, and seemed slower 
mentally than his brother. Henry 
was convinced that his carelessness 
during Betty’s pregnancy was en- 
tirely responsible. 


This article is being written for 
Henry, and for many other men 
and women who are tormented by 
the same feelings. And there are 
many. There are couples like the 
Browns, whose little girl is not do- 
ing well at school and is impossible 
to manage at home. The Browns 
realize sadly that she has always 
been troublesome, and the only 
explanation they can offer is that 
she must have been affected in 
some way by a disturbing emotion- 
al experience when Mrs. Brown 
was pregnant. Or there are couples 
like the Smiths. Their only son was 
born with a deformed hand. It has 
been operated on four times with- 
out much success. They feel sure it 
wouldn’t have happened if they 
had stayed home the summer the 
baby was due, instead of taking an 
auto trip and getting shaken up in 
an accident. 

And there are many other couples 
now expecting babies who are in 
dread that an accident or a fright 
or an emotional upset during 
pregnancy will mar the baby 


The message that this article 
brings to them all—and to you— 
is this: Stop feeling fearful, stop 
feeling guilty. Nothing that a 
pregnant woman experiences or 
thinks about is likely to affect her 
unborn child. The belief, widely 
held by men as well as women, that 
the daily events of pregnancy can 
mold a child as if he were a piece of 
clay is without foundation 


I learned this by talking directly 
to leading doctors and by going 
through reams of scientific ma- 
terial published on this subject. 
Authorities are convinced. more- 
over, that even a serious accident 
or a severe shock during pregnancy 
is not likely to harm the baby. Dr. 
Alan Frank Guttmacher famous 
obstetrical specialist at Johns Hop- 
kins University, tells of a patient 
who fell from a 16-foot cliff and 
broke both legs, yet delivered a 
normal, healthy baby. “Rarely in 
my almost 30 years of practice,” 
he adds, “has a blow or a fall done 
serious damage to the unborn 
baby. Neither have I found babies 
to be affected by anything a 
mother sees, does, or thinks dur- 
ing pregnancy.” 


i 
No doctor says that there aren't 
ways in which the events of preg- 
nancy can influence a baby. It is 
well established that what a mother 
eats can determine the size, the 
weight, and the future health of 
her baby. It is also agreed that a 
mother’s health during pregnancy 
undoubtedly affects her baby, as 
well as her own safety in the deliv- 
ery room. It’s accepted, too, that 
both baby and mother are bene- 
fited if the mother gets good medi- 
cal care and may be harmed if she 
doesn’t 

The brutal fact is, though, that 
many mothers do not take these 
important steps to protect them- 
selves and their babies because

A. tually, many doctors make a 
special point of telling this to 
women who come for care, or they 
ask husbands to stop by so they can 
be reassured. Yet many of these 
men and women go right on be- 
lieving that experiences during 
pregnancy can hurt or handicap 
their child 

What’s the reason? Is it just that 
any misconception that has been 
upheld since the dawn of man- 
kind can’t be expected to die over- 
night? Perhaps that’s one reason, 
but there’s a newer one which has 
far more significance for men 
and women who cling to these 
false fears, because it shows a way 
of overcoming them 

During pregnancy, the explana- 
tion goes, a number of powerful 
emotions come into play—among 
men no less than women. Most men 
and women aren't fully aware of 
them. 


I; you're a man_ who’s just 
found out he’s going to be a father, 
you know that you feel happy, but 
you may not know that you also 
feel deeply anxious. You're anxious 
about how the baby will turn out 
and how you'll tackle the job of 
fatherhood. You're anxious about 
having to provide extra money and 
food and clothing. (Even if you 
have a good job and money in the 
bank, this fear is inevitable.) 
Usually, though, you keep these 
fears hidden deep in your uncon- 
scious mind so that nobody, not 
even you, knows about them. That's 
because to you—as to most men 
such emotions would imply weak- 
ness or inadequacy. You don’t 
realize that they're normal, in- 
evitable feelings that every man 
has, so you're determined that 
they won't find expression. 


Like all unconscious feelings, 
though, these can’t stay bottled up 
for long. They burst forth not in 
their original form, but as super- 
stitions which you are confident 
everybody has believed since the 
world began. 

It works similarly if you’re a 
woman. As soon as you discover 
you’re pregnant, you're hit by 
mixed emotional reactions. You’re 
overjoyed, but at the same time 
you’re haunted by a deep—and 
usually unconscious concern

lo start, you'll need a stump that has weathered in sun and rain 
several months. Osage orange (hedge apple) is best because it’s 
hard and has an attractive grain. You can use oak, hard maple,

Wrap sandpaper around a block of wood. Sand both sides of burl 
till roughness is gone. Brush with clear varnish. One coat will do. 
but if you want a hard, glossy surface, give it several coats of var- 
nish. Rub each coat of varnish down to a satin finish.

oe own house probably never gets as racket-ridden as 


the unfortunate one above. But in most homes, controlling 
some unwanted sound is a real problem. You don’t have to 
put up with those bangs, splashes, and roars, though—and 
you can do something besides yelling, ““Quiet, please!’ 

There are two kinds of noise: air-horne and solid-horne. Air- 
borne noise, logically enough, travels by air waves. Betsy's 
radio, Rover's bark, Junior’s piano ‘‘music”’ are good ex- 
amples. Solid-borne noise usually comes from mechanical 
equipment—heating plant, plumbing system, washing ma- 
chine—and is carried by the house structure itself. 

The only sure way to stifle solid-borne noise is to isolate 
the source of the noise from the structure. 

A noisy washing machine or refrigerator, for example, 
can be quieted by laying a vibration-absorbing mat between 
it and the floor. A plywood panel between the machine’s legs 
and the pad will distribute the load over the whole area 

Furniture, draperies, and rugs drown much air-borne 
sound by breaking up flat, reflective surfaces. Generally 
speaking, the softer the furnishings, the quieter a room is. 
Here is practical justification for the broad expanses of 
floor-to-ceiling hangings in modern decoration. 

In rooms where furnishings can’t do the job—kitchen, 
recreation or family room, and hobby room—use acoustical 
tile or acoustical plaster. These materials are usually ap- 
plied on ceilings, where they aren't subject to damage

, * parents all talk too much 
to your kids,” the visiting psychol- 
ogist said to us at our nursery- 
school meeting the other night 
“Try getting your ideas sorted out 
and straight in your own minds 
before you attempt to put over to 
your children what it is that you 
want them to do. Most of your 
words are wasted anyway, and 
only tend to confuse. Children 
look for attitudes, not rationaliza- 
tions. If you are nervous, doubtful, 
tense, or undecided, no amount of 
talking will convince your child 
that you are not.” 

I asked him about getting the 
children to bed, and he said, *‘What 
do you think they ought to be 
doing at night? Figure this out, 
fairly and honestly, on the basis of 
their health and your right to en- 
joy an uninterrupted evening 
Make a sound plan, and you will 
find that you won’t have any 
trouble putting it into action.’ 

4 sound plan for making bed- 
time definite involves many things 
which vary from family to family, 
depending upon the age of the 
children, when you eat your eve- 
ning meal—even the weather. 


Daylight-saving time, for instance, 
often calls for reorganization. If 
you are in any doubt as to how 
much sleep your child needs, your 
doctor is probably the best one to 
help you decide. You may learn 
that more sleep, rather than less, is 
advised. Once you have been con- 
vinced of the value of an afternoon 
nap and the necessity for a speci- 
fied number of hours of sleep at 
night, you can then count how 
many steps must be taken before 
the final good-night kiss, and 
budget the time accordingly. 


Maybe the bath, supper, and a 
story are the only features which 
have to be worked in before bed- 
time. But with older children, there 
is often piano practice, homework, 
or the collecting of seed pods or 
road maps or some other trifle 
which they have promised to bring 
to class the next day. A preview of 
the day to come for these older 
children, perhaps at suppertime, 
often discloses assignments or self- 
imposed projects which, if not at- 
tended to right after dinner, are 
apt to delay the hour of getting 
into bed. If Jack is planning to 
take his skates to school tomorrow, 
you don’t want him frantically 
looking for the missing strap when 
he is supposed to be in bed. If 
Mary’s books are due at the school 
library, she should have them all 
collected before bedtime. Things 
left undone will keep these school- 
age children awake when they 
really need their sleep. Call them 
in from their game of hide-and- 
seek if necessary, even if it is a 
lovely spring evening and it seems 
a shame to spoil their fun. They 
need the time to get organized for 
the next day without rushing, and 
they rely on you to see that it is 
provided for them. 


Nee can help smaller children, 
who aren’t yet burdened with re- 
sponsibility, to relax by reviewing 
with them the day they have just 
lived through. Many parents tell 
the true story of the child’s day 
while getting him ready for bed. 
A frank reference to the unpleasant 
events as well as sincere apprecia- 
tion of the good is most reassuring 
to the child. This way: “Two little 
boys were playing in the sandbox 
today. One was named Peter, and

L o often, though, the opposite 
effect is achieved when Father 
comes home. Either he is met with 
a long tale of deeds and misdeeds 
with which he is supposed to deal, 
whether he is in the mood or not, 
or else he gets caught in the famil- 
lar trap known as “playing with 
the baby.” If fathers would stop 
roughhousing with small children, 
getting them so overstimulated and 
excited that they are incapable of 
quieting down, and find pleasure 
instead in hearing childish confi- 
dences or reading aloud, they 
would be helping, not hampering, 
good bedtime habits. Save the run- 
ning and the chasing, the games of 
lions and tigers, and the boxing 
lessons for Saturday and Sunday, 
and follow quieter pursuits in the 
evenings. Dad is exciting enough 
to a child who has anticipated his 
return home from the office for 
hours. It isn’t necessary to over- 
dramatize the role. There are 
many ways to enjoy a child

toward bed. This may be because, 
by following certain established 
procedures in an orderly fashion, 
parents are helped to feel confi- 
dent. The children, however, gain 
their acceptance of the routine 
from their parents’ confidence, 
rather than from a series of actions. 
When the build-up is right, with a 
natural and logical sequence of 
events leading inevitably to bed, 
and when youngsters know that 
nothing they can think of to do or 
say is going to change their parents’ 
plan for landing them in bed at a 
certain time, they stop protesting 
and allow normal fatigue to in- 
fluence their feelings. But if vou 
leave a loophole, like thinking 
maybe he isn’t tired and that you 
have no right to put a healthy kid 
away so early, you are simply asking 
for a fight in the future. So be honest 
and put the blame where it be- 
longs. Convince yourself of the 
wisdom of a plan for bedtime pro- 
cedure, follow it with more action 
than words—and your problem is 
practically solved. In some cases it 
may be necessary to sit by the 
child’s bed for a few nights until he 
learns you mean what you said 
After all, you aren’t imposing a 
hardship on your children when 
you send them to bed. Going to bed 
is supposed to be a pleasure. Of 
course, if you have ever used bed 
as punishment, or have even given 
your child the feeling that putting 
him to sleep was a means of get- 
ting rid of him, then you will have 
to undo this damage. And don’t 
leave your 2-year-old in his crib 
after he has awakened from his nap 
or he will soon rebel against being 
put into it in the first place. Don’t 
let your older children play such 
wild games or listen to such excit- 
ing programs at night that the de- 
sire for sleep is banished. Don’t 
put off until the last few minutes 
before bedtime the things which 
have to be accomplished before this 
day can be declared officially over. 
You know that adequate sleep is 
necessary to good health. Here 
firmness is a favor—to the children 
who need their sleep whether they 
are aware of it or nct, and to the 
adults in the family who are en- 
titled to spend their evenings talk- 
ing about the children, not to them,

about yourself. You’re disturbed 
by changes, physiological and 
social, brought about by preg- 
nancy. You're concerned about the 
responsibilities of motherhood, or if 
you already have one child, about 
the additional load another will 
bring.

authorities say this is a universal 
fear, and almost always uncon- 
scious. You may be aware that you 
feel nervous and irritable, you may 
be tearful without reason, or you 
may be especially sensitive to 
criticism. But with your husband, 
your emotions are likely to show up 


in disguised form as irrational 
fears that your unborn baby is 
being shaped by your every mood, 
thought, and action. 

That brings us to a good rule for 
overcoming these mistaken beliefs 
and the mental anguish they may 
cause: Both husband and wife 
should recognize that pregnancy 
is a time of mixed emotions, some 
happy, some unhappy. If you ac- 
cept the fact that a certain amount 
of anxiety is natural and unavoid- 
able—and that it probably is only 
temporary—you'll be too intelli- 
gent to let false fears exert a harm- 
ful influence.

Penny-Wwise picture

Po photographs. Christmas cards and Valentines. 

Low-cost art re- 
productions. You can make handsome pictures of them all 
with passe partout frames. 

Passe partout (pronounced pass par-too) is a gummed- 
paper binding with a leatkerlike finish. The binding is 7 
inches wide—and makes a “frame” that’s about 14 inch 
wide. You can buy passe partout in colors like red, black, 
green, or brown, as well as in gold and silver, at any sta- 
tionery store. 

Best of all, passe partout costs only about a quarter for a 
10-yard roll. That's enough to frame nine 8x10 pictures. 
Add 10 or 15 cents for glass, a few cents for matting, another 
quarter or so for a pack of 20 gummed hangers—and your 
picture frame is a real pennysaver. 

You can frame pictures with passe partout whether you 
use glass or not. If you plan to have glass, you can use passe 
partout on any size up to 8x10 inches. If you don’t want 
glass, you can make the picture as big as you like. Large 
pieces of cardboard may warp, though, so a picture 12x8 
inches is probably big enough. 

Here are step-by-step photographs showing how to frame 
a Christmas card. Follow them, and your first passe partout 
frame will be a cinch. Try it yourself and see. 


Collect your supplies. For the picture itself, you’ll need a print 
(here it’s a Christmas card) plus glass, backing, and matting 
cut to size of final picture. For the frame: passe partout and 
a sponge or cheesecloth moistener. For hanging: gummed 
hanger and picture hook. For working: ruler, razor blade, 
pencil, rubber cement. Note: glass protects the print from 
soil. If you don’t plan to use it, spray print with clear lacquer.

D. you really know how to use glue? There's 
more to it than smearing on glue and letting it 
set. With the right adhesive, you can get a joint 
stronger than the material being joined. You can 
speed and simplify dozens of repair jobs. You 
can get joints that will withstand outdoor expo- 
sure, cold or boiling water, acids, or any solvent. 
But you have to do the job right. Almost every 
glue failure is due to some application error. 

Glue bonds in two ways, by entering openings 
of porous material, or by adhering tightly to 
nonporous surfaces by surface tension. Adhesives 
are made for either job, and some will do both. 


techniques are more important 


When you glue wood, make sure the wood is 
free of oil, grease, or wax. It should be fairly 
dry; if shavings from a plane are tightly rolled 
and cling to your hands, the wood is dry enough. 
Sand off all old glue. Remove dust carefully. 
With new lumber, open pores with sandpaper. 

In many cases, you'll find gluing has advan- 
tages over other fastening methods. There are 
no nail-, screw-, or boltheads, no hardware to 
work loose.

And 
that’s a job you are likely to face sooner or later, for 
stairway carpeting seems to wear out unreasonably fast. 

Follow the pictures below, and you'll get a professional 
look as you save those high wages professionals collect. If 
you use the fold-under described, you can double your 
carpet’s life by buying just six extra inches of carpeting. 

When you order carpeting, allow one-half yard for 
each tread and riser—plus that extra six inches. 

If your stairway has a landing in the middle, buy an 
extra piece of carpeting and cover the landing separately. 

Stairways that wind, so one end of a tread is narrower 
than the other, are slightly more difficult to handle. The 
carpeting tends to bunch up on the inside of the curve. 
Easiest way out is to gather the excess carpet near the 
bottom of each riser, lap it over, and tack it down. 
Uniformly done, the extra folds will look like a pattern.

1. Marking. Before carpeting, clean treads and risers, and 
remove tacks. Eliminate squeaks with three 8-penny nails 
driven through tread into the riser beneath. Mark treads with 
chalk. Measure carefully; runners are about 27 inches wide 


2. Placing pads. Ready-made pads give your stairway a 
smooth look. Center pad between guidelines, carrying it over 
edge of tread and leaving a space between back edge and 
next riser. Fasten pad with No. 16 carpet tacks, driving front 
tacks under nosing. Tack the back edge every three inches 
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coursed

3. Starting runner. Begin laying carpeting at top landing. 
Tack top edge securely. Then roll runner down the steps. 
Working from top down, put four tacks into each corner 
where a tread meets a riser, two into the riser first, then two 
into tread. Pull carpet tight before tacking, and line it up 


4. Handling fold-under. At the bottom, fold under the 
extra 6 inches of carpeting, and drive tacks 3 inches apart 
across bottom of riser. When carpeting shows wear, reverse 
runner. Extra length goes to top, placing worn spots on risers 


5. Finishing touch. To complete job, go back to the top and 
work down, tacking across bottom of each riser. Space tacks 3 
inches apart. This prevents carpeting from working back and 
forth across treads. But don't drive tacks into the edge of 
treads; it destroys the waterfall effect and may cause rips

Agri- 
cultural society usually produces a 
sound family unit. The country 
woman or farmer’s wife refers to 
her husband as “‘my man.” In that 
title she implies a degree of emo- 
tional dependence and pride in 
him that a city woman either does 
not feel or, at least, does not so 
admit. 


Bonds of loyalty and affection 
are strengthened, too, where chal- 
lenges must be met. A country 
home provides these to parents 
and children. We give emergency 
treatment to the dog’s injured paw, 
repair the barn floor for a dance, 
and do all our own landscaping. 
Country children and parents are 
less inclined to. scatter their 
energies far and wide, disintegrat- 
ing into that frightening phe- 
nomena which sociologists have 
labeled “the atomistic family.’ 

Even the physical isolation of 
country living accents family mu- 
tuality. The country club and the 
bridge club lose their importance 
in proportion to your distance from 
them. The faraway whistle of 
trains and the night wind seem to 
increase our need for human com- 
panionship under our own roof. 
Though family quarrels may be 
sharper, they occur less often, and 
affection burns with a steadier, 
hotter flame. Perhaps these are 
reasons why divorce rates and 
juvenile delinquency are low 
R.F.D. 

lo be sure, there are days when 
one wants more than aesthetic and 
emotional satisfactions, days when 
thick steak is preferred to poetry 
and cash in the bank to a noble 


view. For such moments the coun- 
try had better present practical at- 
rewards like golden 
sweet corn, jewel-like strawberries 
moving from garden to table or 
from garden to freezer in record 
time and at a fraction of their 
grocery-store cost. Though our in- 
come is slightly above the so-called 
average American’s, who is spend- 
ing one-third of his earnings for 
food, it is very satisfying to buy 
from our neighbor, at less than 
city cost, authentically fresh eggs 
and cream that whips. We know 
many city-employed people who 
have also added to their incomes 
by raising profitable honeybees, 
chickens, guineas, berries, and 
even beef cattle. There’s where 
your thick steaks come in! Bushels 
of bulletins from the Department 
of Agriculture and county agents 
tell us how to grow everything 
from apples to asparagus, and 
grapes to goslings with profit and 
satisfaction.

Ou: farm includes 90 acres, 
some of which is worthless (?) 
scenery. We could get more money 
from our land, but because we own 
no machinery and have less am- 
bition than most part-time farm- 
ers, we merely share-lease our 
level acreage. Even in a poor year, 
however, the productive acres pay 
taxes on the whole 90 and buy a 
new radio-phonograph or a pleas- 
ant vacation to boot. These profits 
are taken from land which simply 
lies outdoors, acres which wo.k for 
us without our giving them one 
hour’s real labor and not so many 
hours bookkeeping. For the city 
worker who has neither time nor 
tractors, it’s a nice arrangement 

Another chapter could, of 
course, be written on the piffalls of 
part-time farmering: Nature some- 
times forgets she’s a mother. Win- 
ter storms bring crises that the city 
dweller knows nothing about. 
Mechanical emergencies involv- 
ing water pipes and furnaces dis- 
may the unwary, and let you know 
why most farmers keep well- 
stocked repair shops, and a wood 
stove in the kitchen. 


Pemeddins a dwelling built in 
1860 or even 1925 can be costly 
and disheartening. You may wade 
through broken plaster for weeks 
after the living-room furniture 
should have been standing on the 
new carpet. And an old house with 
its skeleton showing is not a pretty 
sight. The daily cost of traveling 
from home to city employment is 
higher, and the telephone bill is 
higher. Even the mink pelt that 
you sell for $5 may have cost $20 
to raise.

Most of their troubles could be 
avoided, we found, and the rest 
overcome with less pain.

i= you any reason to be sure 
that in your own city or state con- 
ditions are better than that? 

In a prosperous Eastern & 
that prides itself on its accide 
prevention squad, a rookie motor 
cop told me of his first day’s work 
He took to court an indignant 
speeder who had been splitting the 
main street traffic at 40 miles ar 
hour. And for it he nearly lost his 
chance to stay on the force 

“After this,” he was told when 
the speeder had been sent on his 
way with profuse apologies, ‘don’t 
be jackass enough to arrest the 
wrong people!” 

If that had been merely an ex- 
ceptional incident which doesn’t 
picture the true state of affairs, it 
would be one thing. But it’s not 
There is hardly a traffic jurisdic- 
tion in the whole United States 
where, at one time or another, 
and in one way or another, it isn’t 
duplicated. In Greenwich, Con- 
necticut, a soldier on leave kissed 
his girl friend while he was driving 
along the Boston Post Road and 
killed a middle-aged woman. He 
was fined 30 dollars. In one Dis- 
trict of Columbia case, a driver 
ran onto a safety platform, killed 
two people, and injured four 
others. He didn’t even pay a fine 
The case never came to court 

A study of 905 drivers respon- 
sible for fatal accidents showed 
that only 28 were sent to jail and 
only 95 even paid fines. The other 
782—roughly four out of five 
went scot free. 

You may, of course, be yourself 
one of the countless drivers let off 
with a sharp slap on the wrist after 
killing someone—but you're far, 
far more likely to be the victim of 
such a driver! 

There are many ways of helping 
offenders escape penalty for bad 
driving. Politicians like to do favors 
for their friends, and hate to turn 
them into enemies by refusing to 
help. A small mistake can be made 
in copying a name or license num- 
ber on a court summons, and the 
violator is never called to account. 


Why pamper 


The time of the trial may be 
changed, without any notice of 
the change going to the officer who 
is to appear. There are dozens of 
tricks by which traffic justice can 
be thwarted. 

Occasionally, in a_ particular 
state or town or city, conditions get 
so bad that public indignation 
flares up temporarily, and there is 
a cleanup. In Chicago, during the 
thirties, at least 150,000 warrants 
for arrest were conveniently lost 
annually. Then came a cleanup 
Before long, though, things began 
to slip back. In one Midwest 
traffic court, one' or more waste- 
baskets full of “fixed tickets” were 
carted out each day. There, too, 
there was a cleanup, and things 
were better for a while. 

One man paid an average fine of 
$1.75 on 12 different traffic of- 
fenses. Finally, with a great show 
of indignation, he was fined $50 
and his license to drive was re- 
voked. Then, after the regular s 
sion of court was adjourned, sen- 
tence was suspended. His license 
wasn't revoked after all.

Family car agreements 


When a driver under 21 years 
of age appears in the Green- 
wich (Connecticut) Town 
Court, the judge asks the violator 
to return with his or her father. 
In the privacy of his chambers, 
the judge discusses the offense 
and gives each an opportunity 
to sign a “contract” governing 
the use of the family car. The 
judge then imposes a fine and 
suspends it subject to the pro- 
visions of the “contract.” 








other device. A driver crashed into 
boulevard traffic and smashed two 
cars. Highway result: Two deaths 
and several injuries. Court result: 
He was charged with “failing to 
stop at a stop sign,” and fined $5. 

Because you don’t start out to kill 
anyone, traffic-court judges are 
accustomed to being lenient with 
you. They don’t want to see you 
go to jail. In Michigan, a driver 
came over the top of a hill too fast 
and killed some pigs that were 
crossing the road. He was arrested 
and fined and had to pay for the 
pigs. Another driver came over the 
top of the same hill, same speed, 
and killed two school children 
whose father had owned the pigs. 
Same sheriff, same court, but what 
to do? No fine, no license suspen- 
sion. Merely another “unavoid- 
able accident.” 


le many jurisdictions a record 
of arrests and convictions that 
seems good is made by bearing 
down on unfortunate violators who 
have no friend at court. I was told 
recently of a poor Mexican whose 
daughter was killed by a reckless 
driver. He found that the driver 
who killed her was allowed to keep 
on harrying the road, “on 
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poor drivers 


appeal.”’ Yet the father had lost 
his own license for inadvertently 
running past a red light on an 
empty street. He didn’t even know 
that he had the right to appeal, 
and wouldn't have felt he could af- 
ford it, or that there was any use in 
doing it, if he had 

If she had been your daughter, 
how would you have felt? 

All these incidents point up two 
startling facts, which would be al- 
most breath-stopping if we didn’t 
take them both for granted 

First, we allow practically any- 
one to drive deadly two-ton pro- 
iectiles that can hurtle along at 40 
or 60 or 80 miles an hour and that 
can crush vou like an eggshell if 
they ever happen to back slowly 
together when you are between 
them 

Second, after giving permission 
to all these drivers to operate their 
cars on public roads, we hesitate to 
take their permits away even after they 
violate laws and kill people. 


iets take up that first point first 

Unsafe driving is today almost 
universal. Few drivers, except 
professional long-haul truckers, 
have ever learned to drive with any 
high degree of skill. Four drivers 
out of 10, today, are self-taught 
Three more were taught to drive 
bv a friend. Two more were taught 
by a relative. Only 1 in 10 was 
even taught by an auto salesman, 
or went to a so-called ‘“‘driving 
school,” where the aim was to help 
you pass an easy driving test. Not 
1 driver in 20 has ever had really 
adequate instruction in traffic haz- 
ards and safe driving. This fact 
shows up, horribly, in the accident 
totals. It concerns you and your 
family directly. Six out of every 
10 drivers involved in fatal acci- 
dents considered themselves, up to 
that moment, like yourself, “‘safe”’ 
drivers. They had never been in 
any serious accidents before. 7 hep 
pust didn’t know what good, 
really means. 

But that’s only a starter 

Of approximately 50,000,000 
licensed drivers in the country to- 
day, about one-half never took any 
driving test at all 

Idaho, Kansas, and Missouri 
give no driving test whatever

South Dakota doesn’t even require 
a driver's license. In many other 
states, driving tests are still a com- 
paratively recent innovation. Five 
states require no regular examina- 
tion on rules of the road. A number 
of states give no tests as to whether 
or not new drivers understand 
road signs. Four states require no 
test whatever of vision for new 
drivers. At least a dozen states li- 
cense drivers with defective vision 


without requiring glasses 


’ 
Gradually, over the vears, driv- 
ers lic ense l iws have been enact ted 
and then strengthened. Once such 
a law has gone on the books, it has 
been found so valuable that not 
one has ever vet been repealed 
Sut, even today, no single state 
yet tests drivers adequately before 
giving them a license. No state vet 
dares give new drivers a full road 
test at the 50 and 60 mile speeds 
they will be allowed to use; it 
would kill too many examiners 
Even today the states that are most 
proud of their “strict” and “‘stand- 
ard” driver examinations are con- 
tent to give a superficial 20-min- 
ute road test, usually for a few 
blocks on quiet residential streets 
at low speeds 

So now we come to the second 
thing that makes thé result of al- 
lowing almost everybody to drive, 
even at skull-shattering speeds, so 
much, much worse 

Hardly more than a futile ges- 
ture, as vet, is made to check the 
bad actors and see that thev either 
improve their dangerous driving or 
get off the roads 

In more than three-fourths of all 
trafic accidents, one or more

9 Don’t flow paint on, but brush 
it out well in a uniform coat. Easi- 
est way to get a uniform spread is 
to lay brush load on in two or three 
spots rather than one, then brush. 
Grip brush lightly, paint with end 
and not sides, and with no more 
than half the length of the bristles. 
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2 After scraping, sand paint edges 
level. Peeling paint is common on 
insulated walls that don’t also have 
a good vapor barrier in them. In 
winter, moisture in the warm house 
passes into the cold wall, con- 
denses, later soaks through the 
siding and swells paint off. 


6 To mix paint, pour off oil, stir 
pigment, pour third of oil back, 

pour in another third, stir, and 
so on; then pour from one can to 
other half-dozen times. If old 
paint on house is tight, one coat 
every four years gives clean, crisp 
job. If paint has cracked, if bare 


spots show, use two coats.

10 Paint clapboard edges first, 
then the flat between. Always use 
brush flat, not edgewise, even when 
painting underedge of siding. 
Painting edgewise wears bristles 
short on corners, results in streaky 
job. Don’t poke paint into corners 
with good brush. Use small one. 


3 Recalk joints around the chim- 
ney and around window and door- 
frames in brick walls. (Paint and 
hardware stores rent calking guns 
at 50 cents a day, show you how to 
use them.) Idea is to get the calk- 
ing compound into the crack, not 
piled up or spread out over it. 


7 Carry scraping knife and stiff- 
bristled duster in your hip pocket 
as you paint; dust away chalked 
paint, dirt, and pollen just before 
painting. Paint only when temper- 
ature is going to stay above 55, 
and below 90, only when wood 
and surface are thoroughly dry, 
else paint won't stick long. 


11 After brushing paint out, fin- 
ish up with sweeping strokes, using 
only tips of bristles and lifting 
brush gradually to feather-edge 
out thin. Allow at least three days 
good drying time between coats. If 
undercoat is soft, paint may wrin- 
kle, crack like an alligator’s hide

First 
we blamed it on the radio, then on 
the war, and now on television. It’s 
a perfectly natural stage of grow- 
ing up.” 


Even parents who could take 
Westerns in stride were worried 
about TV’s increasingly numerous 
and bloody horror programs. The 
child psychologists we talked to all 
agreed: 

If your child is under 6, he 
should be kept on a bland diet of 
puppets, gay comic films, and cir- 
cus scenes. Horror is not likely to 
produce anxieties in children over 6. 
It will, however, intensify them in a 
youngster who is already nervous. 

If your child sleeps poorly after 
horror programs, you should cer- 
tainly cut down on them, particu- 
larly before bedtime. If he craves 
corpses, yet still gets gooseflesh, it 
might be wise to consult your doc- 
tor. There is even some evidence 
that for well-adjusted children, 
horror programs may perform a 
valuable service: They may help a 
youngster to blow off aggressive 
steam or learn to pooh-pooh fear. 


I a child is foo fascinated by hor- 
ror programs, George Bryant, 
superintendent of schools at Ros- 
lyn, New York, suggests that you 
take him to a television studio t 
see how a horror program is pro- 
duced. Once he has seen how arti- 
ficially blood and thunder are 
created, they may lose some of their 
morbid fascination for him. 

Since some children are scared 
by these programs, while others 
identify themselves with the char- 
acters, broadcasters do have a 
responsibility to limit corpses and 
the flow of blood. They have a 
responsibility to make sure that 
crime never pays and to cut out 
action that might be imitated 
actions such as putting ground 
glass in the food or using a silk 
screen to deflect a bullet. 


Aside from horror, even the best 
programs occasionally show dan- 
gerous actions. In one of the most 
beloved of ciildren’s shows, the 
leading character climbed into the 
bathtub wearing earphones. An- 
other time he helped his gang light 
a fire in the middle of the living 
room. 

Broadcasters are sensitive to 
your reactions. One producer told 
us how he waited at the studio for 
audience reaction after a telecast 
featuring a vampire. You may not 
want to bother writing; just pick 
up your phone and call the station 
if there is something objectionable. 

“What about eating in front of a 
television set?” 

One pediatrician put it this way: 
“T don’t want children eating in a 
night-club atmosphere.” As a 
practical proposition, some moth- 


ers permit dessert before the screen 
as a treat. One, who has the situa- 
tion well under control, admits 
that her whole family enjoys taking 
their trays before the set on Thurs- 
day and Sunday evenings. 

On the positive side, most edu- 
cators agree that television is po- 
tentially the most powerful educa- 
tional instrument yet devised, be- 
cause it combines sight and sound 
and does so in the intimate 
mosphere of the home. 

“The laws of learning are based 
on interest,’ School Superintend- 
ent Bryant explained. “‘The theory 
that a program should either edu- 
cate or entertain is all wrong. To 
be really educational, a program 
must entertain.

A fine example of the combina- 
tion is CBS’ “Chuck Wagon.”’ The 
bulk of the show is the usual clat- 
ter-of-hoofs Western film. But to 
provide something of real value for 
young viewers, “Sheriff” Bob Dix- 
on gives a 15-minute talk on West- 
ern lore—how to interpret weather 
symptoms, saddle a pony, make a 
lariat and a bedroll, and 
tricks of outdoor life. 

Dramatizations of dull school 
through which the child 
frequently plods, come alive in a 
single session. Wouldn’t you have 
enjoyed seeing Ivanhoe win the 
tou-nament in disguise? And seeing 
a play need not stifle a child's 
reading if you will suggest that he 
might enjoy something else by the 
same author. 

“Television can’t afford to teach 
fourth-grade arithmetic,’ said 
Charles Underhill, program man- 
ager for CBS, “but it can teach a 
lot by indirection.” A program like 
““Mama,” which shows the solidar- 
ity of family life, is lots more power- 
ful than a lecture. 

‘ 

Weeing important news-happen- 
ings, watching, listening to (and 
unconsciously evaluating) the im- 
portant people of our day—this is 
an education for any child. Docu- 
mentary films are another excellent 
teaching medium. 

After a survey at Burdic Junior 
High School in Stamford, Con- 
necticut, showed that students from 
TV homes spent four hours a day 
at their sets, the National Broad- 
casting Company started a special 
Sunday afternoon series of tele- 
casts, ““Watch the World,” designed 
to further the work of the elemen- 
tary and high schools. It has been 
hailed by educators and civic 
groups. If its young audience likes 
it as well, other networks will un- 
doubtedly follow its lead. Eventu- 
ally, television will be used in the 
schools themselves.

Vy Cocker Spaniel recently de- 
veloped a throat stricture which the 
veterinarian relieved by passing 
tubes, Will this come back and have 
to be cut out eventually?— Mrs, } 
kK. x...

\ stricture of the throat is an ef- 
fect, not a cause. Many things can 
produce the condition, commonest 
being goiter. Others are Hodgkins 
Disease (or other glandular en- 
largements), infections by bron- 
chitis or from imbedded foreign 
objects such as needles, thorns, 
splinters, and so on. Best bet is 
X-ray examination, which should 
reveal the real cause. 


Our female Chihuahua has a 
brownish discoloring of the teeth at 
the gums, and nearly all her teeth are 
loose. Her mouth odor is very bad. 
Two years ago she had a severe at- 
tack of distemper. Can the dental 
trouble be caused by this?—.N. S., 
California, 

Yes, the distemper caused the 
discoloration by ruining the pro- 
tective enamel. Loose teeth mean 
that infection has probably set in 
This is also indicated by the bad 
breath. Chances are a dog dentist 
will have to pull the infected teeth 
Afterward, feed soft foods such as 
moistened cereals, soups, gruels, 
soft-cooked egg yolks, ground ham- 
burger, and the like. 


You recently commented that no 
{merican company wrote insur- 

ance policies on dogs. But a friend 
insists a company now writes such 
insurance. W ho is right?—F.C. h., 
Neu York. 

Since we made our observation, 
the insurance you speak of is now 
available. A Connecticut company 
and a California company issue 
life insurance on dogs, the policies 
covering death or destruction or 
loss through fire, lightning, flood, 
windstorm, explosion, theft, riot, 
civil commotion, smoke, earth- 
quake, accident in conveyances, 
being hit or run over by a vehicle 
However, the California company 
requires insured dogs to be regis- 
tered purebreds. 


Our dog sleeps in the basement at 
night, and once a week or so, he soils 
the floor. Can you advise how to 
break this habit?—I. B., Ohio. 

If your dog messes up the base- 
ment only once a week, you're 
lucky. Usually, these basement 
performers do it every night—and 
then some. It’s hard to deal with, 
as all bad habits must be corrected 
right at the time of the misdeed, 
not afterward. All you can do is tie 
the dog in the kitchen, rushing him 
outdoors on a leash first thing each 
morning. This starts up new think- 
ing, a fresh habit. Above all, bar 
the dog from the basement hence- 
forth, as he’ll remember the base- 
ment floor as an old friend for some 
time to come.

South 


Plant peonies and spring-flowering bulbs 
as soon as possible.

Mulch and feed dahlias and mums now. 
Water well for best display of bloom. 

Move flowering perennial and biennial 
seedlings to spots you want them to bloom 
in the border. 

Rejuvenate scraggly-looking annuals by 
cutting plants back more than halfway. 
Feed and keep them watered. 

Start hardy annuals in garden in Lower 
South, in coldframe elsewhere. 

Sow ryegrass for winter lawns; start blue- 
grass lawns in Upper and Middle South. 


Central —East 


Spray or dust roses regularly to avoid 
severe injury from black spot disease during 
warm, rainy nights; mildew also can be bad 
this month. Keeping foliage clean up until 
frost will help bring plants through the win- 
ter—plants will be stronger. 

Divide and reset bleedingheart; allow at 
least one bud to each division of root trans- 
planted. Handle roots with care—they are 
brittle. 

Feed lawns now with a complete plant 
food. Apply it when grass is dry and tem- 
perature is below 75 degrees. Water it in im- 
mediately with the hose 

Brace newly planted trees with guy wires; 
shrubs also need support to resist winter 
winds. 


Texas — Southwest 


Water azaleas and camellias well; they 
are forming their flower buds for next year’s 
blooms. Feed roses now so they'll produce 
abundant fall bloom. 

Plant iris late this month—both the beard- 
ed and bulbous kinds. Divide and transplant 
Shasta daisies, daylilies, and similar peren- 
nials late this month. 

Start biennial flowers from seed after late- 
summer rains. Soak seeds before planting— 
they'll germinate faster. 

Check all supports by tall-flowering plants 
and strengthen any weak ones. 


Pacific Northwest 


Water rhododendrons well if weather is 
dry; flower buds may drop off if dry. Avoid 
watering geraniums and fuchsias heavily 
after September 1, if firm, quick-to-root cut- 
tings are wanted. 

Dig and divide Oriental poppies and 
Christmas-roses as soon as their leaves turn 
brown. Divide pinks now, if you would like 
extra plants. Dig gladiolus bulbs as soon as 
the leaves have turned yellow. 


California 


Start resting tuberous begonias as soon as 
plants start to look shabby. Reduce water 
gradually, then turn pot on its side for several 
months, 

Soak roots of anemones and ranunculus 
in water several hours, then start in flats of a 
sand-peat mixture.

Fall is lawn-care time 


Make a new lawn this way 


Add humus to soil 


Spread peat, leafmold, or other well-rotted plant material 
on area before plowing. Such humus loosens a clay soil, or 
makes a sandy soil better able to hold moisture. The poorer 
the soil, the more humus it needs. Don’t use undecayed 
plant material; it robs soil of needed nitrogen. 





Plow the lawn area 


Next step is to plow the soil, loosening it to a depth of about 
six inches, and thoroughly mixing in the layer of humus. 
The soil should be well pulverized, either by discing and 
plowing, or by use of a power rotary cultivator. You'd bet- 
ter not try hand spading unless the area is very small. 





Level the lawn area 


With the soil loosened, you can do a little work with a 
shovel, filling in any hollows and leveling down bumps. 
Dragging a long, straight plank over the area will show up 
uneven places. Try to get a slight slope for drainage even on 
a flat lot; 3 or 4 inches fall in 50 feet is sufficient. 





Feed and firm the soil 


Now ad’ balanced plant food. Amount you use will de- 
pend on type, so follow instructions. The seedbed now needs 
to settle since it is fluffy and full of air pockets. Once over 
with a roller is fine, if you have one. A good rain or two will 
settle the soil and dissolve the plant food. 








Sew the grass seed 


Rake the area again if necessary to level any hollows pro- 
duced by settling. Then sow the seed at the rate recom- 
mended on the package. Use only good seed; cheap seed is a 
poor economy. After sowing the seed, rake the soil surface 
very lightly to mix seed into the top half inch or so. 





Tamp the soil and keep it moist 


Final step is to tamp soil to bring seed into close contact 
with moist earth. Don’t roll soil more than once or it will be- 
come too packed. If you haven’t a roller, use a tamper made 
of a flat board on the end of a pole. Water lightly if neces- 
sary to keep soil moist until grass is up.

Dutch elm disease 
two forms—acute and chronic. The 
acute form is recognized by sud- 
den wilting. Young leaves wilt first; 
wilting may be so fast that leaves 
will curl and fall while they're still 
green. Ends may be curved into a 
shepherd's crook 

The chronic form is gradual and 
may take all season to complete 
loss of leaves. The whole tree may 
turn yellow or individual limbs 
turn yellow in contrast with the 
rest of the tree. Some infected trees 
may leaf out late in the spring with 
yellowish foliage. The fun- 
gus lives in the sapwood; a cut 
brown or black col-

Everyone in communities should 
cooperate to destroy all freshly cut 
elms and prunings. Freshly cut elm 
wood is one of the major links in 
the spread of the disease. Elm 
bark beetles breed in cut elm wood; 
prompt burning may check a seri- 
ous outbreak of the disease. Elms 
resistant to the dis- 
ease, such as the Buisman variety, 
should be planted. The United 
States Department of Agriculture 
elm seedlings that

show promise of resistance. 

There is strong indication that 
American elms growing in alkaline 
soils are resistant to the disease 
Folks don’t seem to have a problem 
in Western areas where soils tend 
to be sweet. Although there seems 
to be no experimental evidence at 
this date, the disease might be kept 
down by spreading lime under- 
neath the reach of the branches in 


acid-soil areas 


Elm necrosis. Elm necrosis is 
caused by a virus disease. The virus 
is spread by tiny leaf hoppers. 
American elms may be attacked at 
any age. An infected tree will show 
decline in health over a period of 
1 to 1% years, or there may be 
sudden wilting and death within a 
month. Scrape off the bark at the 
base of trunk—butterscotch ap- 
pearance and wintergreen odor is a 
good way to be sure your elm has 
phloen 1 necrosis.

It surely 
tasted good—ripe, mellow, and 
fragrant. 

Back to the sweet corn. The 
second planting of late varieties is 
still good. And there are lots of fine 
tomatoes, although they need a 
little weeding. 

With the annuals, the asters 
have seen their best days, but 
marigolds and zinnias are magnifi- 
cent. There is some good bloom on 
the dahlias, but glads are about 
over. The bright and shining spot, 


though, is my mum bed, practical- 
ly free of weeds, with the earlier 
varieties now in bloom. 

By the way, I never pass judg- 
ment on a mum the same year that 
I buy it. After it has gone through 
a winter and I have set out my own 
divisions of it the next year, then I 
can get an idea of how it grows and 
its type of character. 

More hard rain today, and 
ground was too wet for working. 
I suppose I could have mowed 
weeds with the scythe. But instead 
we went out to a Chinese restau- 
rant for supper and had chow mein. 


Sept. @ First chore after work to- 
night was to get out the wheel hoe 
and cultivate the new bed of iris 
set out this summer. This is by now 
beginning to grow. Setting it in 
rows is not an artistic way to plant, 
but it enables me to give the iris 
the care it needs with the least 
possible effort. Frequent shallow 
cultivation now will keep weeds 
down and keep the iris growing. 

In my two rows of dahlias over 
yonder, I went to work at pulling 
out the bigger weeds. As a matter 
of fact, the plants looked pretty 
good after that, for the weeds 
weren't as terrible as they had 
looked from a distance. I’ve had 
a good bit of bloom, and there will 
be more. 

One reason I never grow many 
dahlias is that I have to be away 
so much in summer on business 
affairs, and you can’t have good 
dahlias without giving them a 
good amount of your time. They 
need understanding and frequent, 
loving care. 


Sept. 7 We've been garden visit- 
ing, Maggie and I, and we have 
seen some magnificent roses. It was 
the usual meeting of our men’s 
rose club, But we made it a visit to 
the gardens of members Weaver 


and Berry, who live some distance 
away, and we took the wimmin 
folks along. 

We met at Weaver’s garden. He 
has perhaps 200 bushes in all. But 
he gives them super care. So they 
have magnificent growth and 
foliage. Hunt as hard as we could, 
we couldn't find any black spot to 
pin on him. It is a story of plant 
food, frequent spraying, and ade- 
quate watering. He has most of 
the newer varieties. He likes e3- 
pecially one of the 1950 All Amer- 
ica hybrid teas, Capistrano. His 
plants of this were four feet high at 
least, and in good bloom. 

Friend Berry lives over at Pleas- 
antville. He has perhaps 75 to 100 
plants. Here, too, was well-nigh 
perfect growth and freedom from 
disease. One plant of Peace had 
the largest bloom of this variety I 
have ever seen. It was as big as a 
double peony. He also had extra- 
good plants of Pinocchio, and his 
Floradora was much taller and 
more vigorous than I have ever 
grown it. 


Sept. & After I got home from the 
office, I went forth in overalls. But 
I did almost no work. This was 
one of those days when I just felt 
like enjoying my garden. After all, 
why have one if you can’t stop 
work once in a while to get some 
pleasure from it? But I did bring in 
sweet corn and ripe melons. Mag- 
gie made applesauce from our own 
dropped Baldwin apples. 


Sept. 9 Strawberries came up as 
work chore this evening. I didn’t 
set out a new bed last spring but 
will depend on carrying last year’s 
bed through a second year. Short- 
ly after picking time, David had 
renovated this with the garden 
tractor, making lanes down through 
the patch. 

Plants are by now putting out a 
lot of new runners, and the patch 
is in thrifty shape—but weedy. So

| carried 16 ripe muskmelons to the 
kitchen. Then | cut one open and ate 
it all up. Man, that was real eating 
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down on knees, I began to pull 
said weeds. I didn’t finish, though 
they pulled readily, for the sad 
truth is that my knees will stand 
| just so much punishment at one 
spell. I want the weeds pulled be- 
fore I give the next cultivation. 

Also, along with corn and squash 
for supper, I deposited two pump- 
kins in the kitchen as a gentle hint 
to Mrs. Maggie that the time of 
year is at hand for pumpkin pie. 
These were the little, brown sum- 
mer pumpkins that make the best 
pies of all. 

I planted a lot of different kinds 
of pumpkins in the corn this year 
There are some as big as half- 
bushel baskets. If you see any of 
the neighborhood youngsters just 
ahead of October 30, tell them to 
stop by, and I'll outfit them for 
jack-o’-lanterns. Our own _ boys 
have long since outgrown such 
childish enterprise, but I can’t get 
over the habit of growing a good 
supply for it. 

David has put the sickle bar on 
the front end of the garden tractor, 
and he is mowing off the weeds at 
the back, including a big space 
between the rear of the vegetable 
patch and our ravine that has 
grown up to a variety of weeds and 
wild blackberries.

Sept. 1@ There are some delicious 
pears and apples on two of the 
dwarf fruit trees I planted the other 
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peering around for a spot where I 
can put some more narcissus bulbs. 
I have a collection of newer vari- 
eties due to arrive one of these 
days, and then our local stores al- 
ways expect me to drop in and pick 
out some. Wouldn’t seem like a 
good fall business to them if I 
didn’t. It is time to get the ground 
spaded up, if I can just decide 
where. 

I was noticing the other day that 
Confederate violets have grown 
clear over the space where several 


years ago I planted a double row of | 


narcissus in front of the shrubbery 
across the rear of the lawn. They 
furnish cheerful bloom in spring 
and in summer take over and 
crowd out weeds. Yet the narcissus 
come right up through them. 


Sept. 21 Maybe you never noticed 
I’ve been gone, but I’ve been away 
on a business trip. Somewhat after 
dark, was back home tonight.

Keep pictures at eye level 
And NEVER hang a small picture 
above a larger one—small pictures 
should be hung low enough so you 
can see detail. 

3. Floral picture crowded into th 
corner on the window wall is too big for 
the space. Allow generous wall mar- 
gins around all your pictures 

4. Coffee table is too small to serve 
people sitting on the sofa and the 
two adjoining chairs. That vase of 
flowers is too big—and just makes 
the table seem smaller. 

5. End table is too high for anyone 
on the sofa or chair to reach easily 

6. Lamp on the end table is too shor 
and too small. Since it appears to be 
the only lamp in the room, it 
should be big and tall enough for 
good lighting. 

7. Draped valance is overdressy for 
this (and most) rooms, according 
to today’s taste. Those bowknot 
tiebacks are too fussy; tiebacks 
should be plain or match the dra- 
peries 


1. Flower and fruit prints are spaced 
unevenly on the wall. Space between 
the double row of pictures is too 
great; it’s usually best to have the

2. End tables are of different heights

(We're getting around to you pres- 
ently.) But even you, your life and 
property, are daily subjected to the 
dangerous driving of habitual law- 
breakers and accident repeaters, 
the “Typhoid Marys” of the high- 
way. In one Connecticut study, 
such accident repeaters and habit- 
ual traffic-law violators, together 
amounting to only 7 percent of the 
total drivers, were found to be 
responsible for more than a third 
of the accidents. 

Yer if, in any single year, a state 
suspends or revokes one driver's 
license in a hundred, it is regarded as 
“standard” and up to the best 
accepted practices. Only 11 states 
in the whole country measure up 
to this. The figure for Missouri 
is less than one in a thousand. 
In Kansas, Louisiana, Tennessee, 
and Arkansas, it is less than two in 
a thousand; in Georgia, Nebraska, 
lowa, and Kentucky, it is less than 
three in a thousand. In six states 
the motor vehicle administrators 
are not even given enough authori- 
ty to suspend licenses. Six states do 
not even have any central driver 
files. In 26 others incomplete rec- 
ords are kept. Ten states, for ex- 
ample, keep no file on traffic vio- 
lations; 5 keep no file on license 
restrictions; 6 keep no file on con- 
victions for traffic violations; 18 
keep no file on written warnings; 
13 keep no file on reports of hear- 
ings; and 3 don’t even keep files on 
suspensions and revocations 


‘ 

Can’ you see what a constant 
menace that is, in these days of uni- 
versal highway travel, to you and 
your family? 

One state, and one only, is mak- 
ing (at least in comparison with the 
others) a moderately good record 
on suspending or revoking the li- 
censes of bad drivers. That is Mas- 
sachusetts. Beginning more than 
10 years ago when the late Frank 
Goodwin was the Motor Vehicle 
Registrar, they began calling on 
the carpet anyone who seemed to 
be a dangerous driver. Licenses 
were suspended for from 10 to 30 
days, and unless after the suspen- 
sion the driver’s record improved, 
the license was suspended again for 
a longer term. Last year, Massa- 
chusetts suspended or revoked the 
licenses of 27 drivers in every 1,000. 
Incidentally, Massachusetts, last 
year, won the National Safety 
Contest for the “‘safest’’ state

just beginning—to give bad drivers 
warnings, or calling them in for ad- 
ditional driving tests. Twenty-five 
such “contacts” in a year for each 
thousand drivers is now considered 
standard, and last year only six 
states in the country came up to it. 
lowa, Georgia, Oklahoma, Wis- 
consin, West Virginia, and Mon- 
tana had less than two a year. In 
those states only about one driver 
in a thousand, that is, was even 
asked to do better. Fifteen states 
turned in no record of any con- 
tacts at all. More than a dozen 
states do not even have any person- 
nel available for any driver-im- 
provement program.

» & numberless experiments have 
shown that we can have better 
driving merely by insisting on it. 
There are plenty of “million mile” 
long-distance truck drivers who 
have operated in heavy traffic more 
miles than the average person 
drives in a lifetime, without even 
scratching a fender.

car-carriers, were operated for 
eight years without a single acci- 
dent. Truck-fleet operators have 
found that four out of five accident 
repeaters can readily be trained 
into becoming safe drivers. 

Even with teen-age drivers, who 
are as a class the most dangerous 
of all, excellent results can be se- 
cured by training. In North Caro- 
lina, high-school boys and girls 
drive practically all the big 54- 
passenger busses in the state's 
school system, and do it more safe- 
ly, and more economically, than 
the drivers in any other state. Why? 
Because the North Carolina school 
transportation people have pio- 
neered in emphasizing carefulness 
and the responsibility for being 
everlastingly safe. Even relatively 
inexperienced drivers, in the state 
school system, are so painstakingly 
careful they have few accidents. 
That they gradually acquire a high 
degree of skill also, is shown by the 
fact that the 1948 National Truck 
Rodeo winner, crowned as the 
most skillful road driver in the 
United States, started out driving 
a North Carolina school bus. 

A few states where accident re- 
peaters or habitual traffic-law vio- 
lators are compelled to take driver- 
training courses if they want to 
keep on driving, have secured ex- 
cellent results. Their only trouble

A policeman in Waterbury, 
Connecticut, has put glamour 
into the lowly parking ticket.

is making so few drivers take these 
courses. 

In the District of Columbia, 
Colonel H. B. Marcus, with a rec- 
ord of more than 40 traffic viola- 
tions, was given his choice of tak- 
ing such a driving course offered 
by the Motor Vehicle Department 
or having his driving license re- 
voked. He chose to take the six- 
weeks course, and became en- 
thusiastic about it. He brought his 
wife and niece in to take the course 
voluntarily. That was nearly two 
years ago, and no traffic violations 
have been charged against him 
since. He happily gives permission 
to be quoted as saying that the 
course is “the finest thing I ever 
came across.” 


Diutins recent years, high-school 
driver-training courses have been 
spreading rapidly, and are getting 
excellent results. Their graduates 
have been found to have less 
than half as many accidents as 
other drivers the same age. Hun- 
dieds of forward-looking high 
schools now give actual behind- 
the-wheel instruction. That helps 
If such courses are offered in your 
own city, you can be sure they will 
exert a gradual influence on the 
driving practices in your area. 
Still, waiting for a whole new 
generation of drivers to grow up, 
in the face of 30,000 deaths 


100,000 permanent cripplings, and 
more than a million lesser injuries 
each year, is not enough 

Is there nothing, in the mean- 
time, that you, Mr. and Mrs. 
Reader-Driver, can do personally 
about improving conditions? 

There is a good deal. The how of 
safe driving and safe traffic condi- 
tions is now pretty well known. 
The trick is to see that, in your 
city and state, the proper tech- 
niques are used and enforced— 
particularly in these two para- 
mount matters of driver-licensing, 
and suspending or revoking licenses 
as a penalty for bad driving. 

General indifference, public ap- 
athy in the face of these horrible, 
unnecessary accident facts is at the 
root of the trouble. If instead of 
merely shrugging your shoulders 
at it, you begin to get indignant 
about it and repeat to your friends 
such facts as I have given here, 
that will in itself help. If enough 
people do that, it will help a lot. 
Public pressure is needed to make 
motor vehicle officials, particularly 
in those states that are lagging 
farthest behind the procession, do 
what they can about it. 
= can insist, openly and con- 
tinually, that your city and state at 
least keep up with the procession, 
and not lag behind, say, Massa- 
chusetts in revoking licenses, or 
New Jersey in inspecting vehicles, 
or Florida in warning drivers who 
are suspects, or the District of Co- 
lumbia in setting up training 
courses and compelling bad drivers 
to take them 

When it comes to your own 
driving there is, of course, still 
more that you can do. Is it really 
good? Have you ever taken a full 
driving course? Do you ever, ever 
make a turn from the wrong lane? 
Do you ever, «ver make a sudden 
swerve? Or a sudden slowdown in 
traffic? Are you considerate to your 
brakes, and sparingly intelligent in 
the use of your horn? Do you know 
your own reaction time, and how 
abruptly, say within even 30 feet,

the fenced yard are, I have tried 
not to stretch their effectiveness 
too far.

symptoms 

Blackheads, whiteheads, pim- 
ples, oily skin, dandruff, widely 
dilated pores, tendency to flush- 
ing, small or large boils, singly or 
in combination 
treatment 

Remove blackheads, whiteheads, 
pimples, etc. by frequent washing 
and use of a prescribed lotion or 
cream. Doctor opens pustules 
under sterile conditions. Also, 
dietary restrictions including avoid- 
ance of chocolate, nuts, sharp 
cheeses; no excess of fats and 
sweets; elimination of sea food, 
pork and pork products, milk, 
eggs, other foods which, in indi- 
vidual cases may make acne worse. 
Doctor may use X-ray to make

No treatment produces a sure 
cure, but proper treatment can

and with emotion and tension in 
the individual. 
symptoms 

Reddening or flushing of mid- 
dle third of face. Usually begins 
with temporary flush. Nose red- 
dens first; then flush may spread. 
Later, dark red or purplish pus- 
tules spread over skin. Blackheads 
may form. Skin usually becomes 
covered with oil, is greasy to the 
touch. Later nose may swell and 
enlarge, becoming purplish. 
treatment 

Local treatment with sulfur 
ointments or pastes, or with other 
medication. X-ray. Electric needle 
to destroy enlarged blood vessels. 
Surgical removal of growths. Prop- 
er diet to eliminate such irritants 
as spices, condiments (pepper, 
pickles, sharp sauces), tea, coffee, 
alcoholic beverages, gravies, fried 
foods, nuts, melons. Dilute hydro- 
chloric acid may be given or acidi- 
fying tablets may be used. 
chances for cure 

Proper treatment usually pro- 
duces good results. If started early, 
it may prevent the later stages of 
nose swelling and tumor formation.

Caused by a tiny animal par 
site called the itch mite, wl 
burrows under skin.

Itching, usually more intense at 
night. Small pimples and blisters.

treatment 

Doctor can usually see the bur- 
row with naked eye or magnifying 
glass.

Pink, scaly eruptions. One spot, 
the “mother patch” or “herald,” 
appears first. Numerous spots 
follow in a week or two. Usually 
itching is only mild, but in some 
cases, may be severe. Occasionally, 
there are also sore throat, fever, en- 
larged glands, pains in joints. 
treatment 

Treatment is not essential. A 
blood test may be taken to make 
certain that secondary syphilis is 
not present. Although frightening, 
the disease is harmless, runs a 
course of six weeks and disappears. 
Ultraviolet ray treatment at in- 
tervals of several days may shorten 
the course to three weeks or less.

Baie your garden around familiar plants, but save 
room for a few surprises. Here are three flowers, all 
hardy and long-known, which will cause comment. 
Autumn crocus or meadow saffron (Colchicum) and Sur- 
prise lily (Lycoris) produce foliage that disappears by 
summer. In late summer their flowers pop out of the 
ground without a hint of leaves. The crown imperial 
(Fritillart imperialis) brings out its showy blossoms in 
spring. Its unusual feature is the drop of nectar that hangs 
in each blossom, seeming always on the point of dropping. 
Children, especially, are fascinated by it. 

All three flowers should be planted in late August or 
early September, although lycoris can wait until early 
spring. Colchicum will give you almost immediate re- 
sults, with flowers poking through the ground two or 
three weeks after you set out the bulbs.

llow to get a home 


is no mystery about building—all 
it takes is common sense, and a 
willingness to learn. 

The way the Rutiins went about 
learning the necessary new skills 
in fact, their whole procedure from 
the time they decided their only 
chance for a home was to build one 
themselves—makes a good pattern 
to follow 

fo start with, they got 
plans for a home well suited to 
their lot. Then they made up a de- 
tailed list which let them know just 
what had to be done next, and the

bought books that told 


them how to go about every part of 


their work. Leonard knew one end 
of a saw and hammer from the 
other, but had to learn the other 
trades. What books didn’t 
him, he learned by kibitzing

The Rutlins chose a basement- 
less, single-story house, which they 
maintain is the easiest for an 
amateur to build: there are no high 
scaffolds to erect, there’s less climb- 
ing up and down, there’s a shorter 
chimney, and no_ complicated 
second-story framing. 

Early in their building, the Rut- 
lins found they actually were sav- 
ing money: for $359.20 they com- 
pleted a foundation that a con- 
tractor had asked $700 to build. 
rheir cesspool cost $57.90, 
pared with a low bid of $125 

The next saving—-some $300 
was on the floor slab, materials for 
which cost $173.26. Some friends 
volunteered to help, and the job 
was finished in a half day 

Che Rutlins had planned to have 
a contractor erect the walls, but he 
demanded $400 more than the 
agreed $1,800. So they bought 
another book, Leonard watched a 
bricklayer for an hour, and they 
set to work. When they finished, 


com- 


they had spent $1,244.85, includ- 
ing door and window frames, and 
other building materials—a sav- 
ing of $1,000. 

A roofing party got the rafters 
up—but there were three weeks of 
work in the shingling, outside 
trim, and completing the chimney 
and fireplace. Roofing materials 
cost $875, and savings in labor 
totaled several hundred dollars. 

The Rutlins hired a plasterer 
and a man to tile the bathroom, 
and some six months after they 
started building, they moved into 
their new home. Since then they 
have completed the driveway and 
terrace, finished the utility room, 
painted and papered, and started 
building the attached garage.

The closet was the most complicated project on which 
they used the textured plywood.

Fasten shelf supports to the walls, or to a frame of 
2x2s built as shown in the sketches above, to divide the 
closet space into four parts. Cut and fit shelves. Bottom 
shelf rests on 2x4s. The front 2x4 is set back to form a 
recess.

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setting hinges out far enough to clear the combed-ply- 
wood facing that will go on the doors. 

The 5/16-inch-thick combed-plywood facing comes in 
large sheets, which must be cut into blocks that will be 
glued and bradded to the doors. To cut squares, measure 
from hinged side of each door to the middle of the center 
post; divide that into two equal parts. Measure from 
bottom of lower shelf to center of the 2x2 crosspiece, and 
divide that length into equal parts, as nearly as possible 
the same length as the horizontal dimension. 

Using those measurements, mark and cut the large 
plywood pieces, making sure you have enough blocks of 
both horizontal and vertical pattern to form a checker- 
beard design. Use scrap to face side framing. Fasten fac- 
ing in place, finish with lacquer or varnish, and wax.
